Reasoned statement under Rule 66.2(a)(ii) with regard to novelty, inventive step 
or industrial applicability; citations and explanations supporting such statement 

1.1 D1 discloses transgenic mice expressing the human Tau protein under the control 
of the mouse prion promoter. Four different constructs were used, they 
respectively encode isoforms with 3 repeats, 4 repeats, 3 repeats and the V337M 
mutation, and 4 repeats and the P301 L mutation. Ubiquitous expression of the 
transgenic protein in the forebrain is observed. 

Therefore, D1 is pr judicial to the novelty of claims 1, 2, 4, 6, 9, 1 1 (Article 33(2) 
PCT).
